SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


On Wednesday, August 15, 2014, my partner (Officer Ramirez #139) and | 
(Officer Trujillo #136) were assigned to the bicycle patrol team as Boy-2 and 
working as contracted, uniformed security officers for the Hollywood Business 
Improvement District (H.B.I.D.) / Andrews International 6801 Hollywood 
Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 90028 (323) 465-0122. 


INVESTIGATION: 


On the above date, at approximately 1415 hours, my partner and | were in the 
5900 block of Hollywood Boulevard conducting business contacts. While in the 
area, we observed the above listed subject holding a brown bag with a large 
can of an unknown beverage. The subject was along the west sidewalk in a 
seated position against the east property of 5901 Hollywood boulevard (liquors 
to go), he raised the large can to his lips/mouth, tilt his head back and took a 
drink. Believing that he had consumed an alcoholic beverage, we made contact 
to investigate further. As my partner spoke with the subject, | could smell a 
moderate odor of an unknown type of alcoholic beverage emitting from the 
subjects breath/person. Furthermore, upon close examination of the large can, 
it was a “Colt .45” malt liquor brand, | noticed that it was approximately Y4 full 
and its liquid content smelled similar that to beer. The subject verbally 
identified himself as indicated above. 


ARREST: 


| advised Hickman that we were placing him under “Private Person’s Arrest”, 
per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To Arrest) see 
attached for 41.27 (c) Los Angeles Municipal Code - (Drinking in Public). Due to

on him.

Hickman advised he purchased the alcoholic beverage from “Liquor To 
Go (5901 Hollywood Boulevard). 


A short time later, BID Officer(s) Kanagi and Gordon arrived to assistance us. 
CITE and RELEASE: 


LAPD Hollywood patrol Officer Riggen and Bostillo responded to our location 
and were unable to verified Hickman identification, via C.L.E.T.S. (California Law 
Enforcement Telecommunication) Hickman was issued a “Release From 
Custody” (RFC# D04880) citation for the listed charge. Hickman was ordered to 
appear at the Metropolitan Court House, 1945 South Hill Street, Los Angeles, 
90007, on 09/22/2014, at 0830 Hours with the approval of the Watch 
Commander SGT. Fernandez.

The beer contents in the 16 ounce can of “Colt 45” was disposed at the scene 
in Hickman presence by me. The empty can was discarded in a trashcan by 
Officer Gordon.
